171, Each labourer and dependent shall be entitled to not less than 50 superficial. feet 
of house accommodation ; and each family shall be entitled to separate house accommodation 
on the above scale: Sufficient, garden yrouud shall, if posmblo, be at'ached to each house. 

172, Every house shall be kept weuther-tight and sufficiently lighted and ventilated ; 
and where iron roofs are constructed, some non-conducting material shall be used to live 
such roofs. : 

173, Baised"platforms of cots for sleeping shall, be provided in the labourers’ houses. 

174. . ‘the site occupied by-labourera’ houses, and the places in its neighbourhood; shall 
‘be drained,and kept clean and frev from rank vegetation: No hollows shall be allowed to 
‘sxist for the accumulation of filthy water or of any hing likely to prove injurioun to. health, 

174° Every employer shall ‘provide wholesome drinking water, and a sufficient supply 
‘of good water for other purpofes, for hia labourers, either by sinking wells, digging tanke, 
or iu such other manger as msy appear to the Inspeotor:of Labourers.to-be suitable to the 
circumstances of the casc, care being taken that the source of drinking water shall be situated 
3% 8 sufficient distanos from soy known cause of pollution. ey 
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176. ‘When the supply of rice in the local market is insufficient, or the price exceeds 
Re, 8 per maund, the employer shall supply, or cause to be aupplied, to the labourers @ 
sufficiency of rice at a rate not exceeding Rs.8 per maund. Ten chittacke of rice » day 
for each person above 10 years of age, and five for every child under that age, shall be con 
sidered a sufficient supply. : 

177, ‘Lo every place employing more than 60 labourers a medical officer shalt be 
appointed, who has passed the examination qualifying for the rank of hospital assistant, or 
of some superior grade; aud such medical officer shall reside within five miles of the place 
where the labourers live. * 

178, In any place where less than 100 labourers are employed, a portion of the 
labourers’ lines, subject to the approval of the Inspector of Labourers, may bo utilised as a 
hospital for the treatinent of ordinary and uon-contagious sickness; but a central hospital 
for groups of two or more neighbouring places shall be provided for the treatment of serious 
aud contagious cases. : 

179. The central hospital, consisting of one or more buildings, shall be eeparated from 
the labourers’ houses; and shall be well raised, ventilated, lighted, proper!y fitted with doors, 
windows or jhamps, aud in all respects suitable for the accommodation of the sick,

Pilots ia charge of inward-bouyd vessels 
are directed to hoigt the voRsel’s uumbér, and, if 
salt Inden or from dintiable ports, are fo have the 
ensign hoisted st the main-mast head for the 
information of the Customs Iuspector, Juldia.

IL—A pilot on taking charge of an inward. 
bound vessel shall, immediately on boarding 
her, hoist his distinguishing number, aud hand 
over to the masier of the vevsel the following 
papers :—(1) Port Rules, (2)  Pilotage Rules, 
(3) Medical Inspection Rules, (4) Customs

NOTIFICATION. 

The 26th August 1884.—In continuation of the rules published in the notification of the 
22nd December 1883, the Lientenant-Governor is pleased to make the following rules, under 
section 143 of Act I of 1882 (the Inland Emigration Act), to provide for house accom- 
modation, food, water-supply, sanitary arrangements, hospital accanmodation, aud medical 
treatment at places of lubour in Chittagong and the Chiuagong Hill tracts :— 


Crarrer V. 


Places of labour, 


171. Each labourer and dependent shall be cntitled' to not less than 50 superficial feet 
of house accommodation ; and each family shall be entitled to separate house accommodation 
‘on the above scale, Sufficient garden ground shall, if possible, be attached to each house. 

172. Every house shall be kept weather-tight and sufficiently lighted and ventilated ; 
and where iron roofs arc constructed, some non-conducting material shall be uscd to line 
such roofs. 

173, Raised platforms or cots for sleeping shall be provided in the labourers’ houses. 

174, ‘The site occupied by labourers’ houses, and the places in its neighbourhood, shall 
Ye drained and kept clean and free from'rank vegetation. No hollows shall be allowed to 
exist for the accumulation of filthy water or of anything likely to prove injurious to health, 

175, Every employer shall providy wholesome drinking water, and a sufficient supply 
of good water for other purposes, for hia Inbourers, either by sinking wells, digging tanks, 
or in such other manner as may appear to the Inspector of Labourers to be suitable to the 
circumstances of the case, cure being taken that the source of uriuking water shall be situated 
at a sufficient distanco from any known cause of polluti 

176, When the supply of rice in the local market if insufficient, or the price exceeds 
Rs, 8 per niaund, the employer sball supply, or cauiée to be supplied, to the labourers @ 
aufficiency of rice at a rate not-exceeding Rs. $ pbr mauid. ‘Ten chittacks of rica a day 
for each person above 10 years of age; and five for evety child under that age, shall be con- 
sidered a sufficient supply. 








177. To every place employing more than 60 labourers a medical officer shall be 
appointed, who has passed the examination qualifying for the rank of hospital assistant, or 
of some wupérior grade; and such medical officer shall reside within five miles of the place 
where the labourers live 

178. Tn any place where less than 100 Inbourors are employed, .a portion of the 
labourers? lines, subject to the approval of the Inspector of Labourers, may bo utilized as a 
hospital for the treatment of ordinary aud uon-contagious sickness ; but central -hospital 
for groups of two or more neighbouring places shall be provided for the treatment of serious 
and contagious cases. 
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179, The central hospital, consisting of one or more buildings, shall be separated from 
the labourers’ houses ; and shall bo well raised, ventilated, lighted, properly fitted with doors, 
windows or jhamps, and in all respects suitable for the accommodation of the sick, 

180, ‘The hospital accommodation shall be sufficient for five patients under any:circum- 
steinces; and for nat les than 5 per cent. of the total number of labourers where large 
bodies axe eroptoyed at the rate of 100 superficial feet for each patient. Also such furniture, 
fittings, appliances; clothing, blankets, and staff of attendants shall be provided as the 
Inspector may consider necessary. 

181, In every place where labourers’ lines are erected, proper accommodation for a 


dispensary or dispenser’s room, and a supply of medical stores in quantities not less, than 
thoes prescribed ingSchedule F, shall be provided. baie ra

4. The examination of candidates for Pleaderships shall be leld in Calcutta; 
the examination for Mookhtesrs shall be held at Calcutta, Patua, Dacca, Cuttack, Gow- 
hetty, and Sylhet. 

5, The examination for Pleaders shall be conducted in English, and for Mookhtears 
in English or in the Vernaculer of the district, at the option of the candidate, as @eclared 
in bis applivotion for admission to the examination, 

‘Dhe examination shall be in part by written questions, the answers to which shall 
be in writing, and in part vivd voce. But the Examiners in Law, with the sanction 
of the Lieutenant-Governor, shall have power to dispense with the vied voce examination in 
the vernacular if it seems advisable to do so. N : 

7. The Examiners shall prepare the written questions, of which there shall be not 
less than four papers for the Pleaders’ and two fur the Mookhtears’ examinations respect- 
tively. ¢ 

4. Each paper shall consist of not less thau twelve questions, and shell bear a full 
value of 160 marks. 

9. The full number of marks for the vivd voce examination, in which candidates shall 
be asked at least five questions, shall be 50. i 

10. The questions shall be so framed as to test the knowledge of the candidates tn 
the subjects mentioned in the rules passed by the ‘High Oourt for the qualification, 
udmission, and enrolment of Pleadera and Mookhtears in Mofuseil Courts, and they slalt 
beso prepared that a candidate may be ablo to pass ‘by studying ‘she’ regulations, ‘enacty 
ments, and text-books therein apecified. es : 
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1h The smmber of- marks’ to which each candidate shall be entitled for his answers 
to the written or oral questions shall be determined by the Examiners in Law. 

12%. To be entitled to pass, candidates must obtain not less than the marks

18. No candidate will be allowed to enter the examination room with any books, 
private memoranda, or paper of any description, and any oue detected doing so will forfeit 
all fees paid by him, and will not be permitted to undergo examination. Any candidate 
detected in the act Of using unfair.means, such as communicating with one another or copy- 
ing from his neighbours or from private memoranda or books, &c., will be summarily ejected 
from the examination-room, and will forfeit all benefit to be derived from the previous 
portion of the examination, and al right to proceed further with it, together with all fees 
paid by him.

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1. Whenever mooring-posts may have been put up by the Supervisor, rossels ehall be 
made fast by the head and stern along the bunks to such posts, and shallnot be moored -in 
any other manner. 

. The Supervisor may by notification prohibit vessela of any particular dimensions 
from pessing through any particular line of navigation, aud also prohibit the dropping. of 
anchors or the putting up of bamboos or Inggies in auy part of the canals or banks. 

3, As the water falls, the head and stern ropes of moored vessels must be loosened 
and the vessels gradually pushed towards the coutre of the canal; when the flood comes in

shall be used by vessels going against the tide, and by no others. 

8 In order to avoid collision and contusion, vessels waiting for a favourable tide at 
the janction of two or more rivers shall be moored at a distance of not Jess than 1,000 feet 
from the point of junction. 

9. No person shall place obstructions on the canal banks or towing-paths, #o as to 
impede a free passage slong them, or cause injury to them, ot thall commit a nuisance, or 
deposit filth of aay sort on the banks or in the canals, nor do any act to cause injury to the 
canal works. 

10. Every person either personally, or by his servant, infringing any of the above rules, 
numbered from Ito 8, shall be able under section XI of the Canal’s Act to a fine not 
exceeding Rs. 50 for uuy one infringement; or to a fine not excrediug five rupees a day 
for any continued infringement.

RETIREMENT OF Da. A.J. PAYNE FROM THE OFFICE OF SURGEON-GENERAL 
OF BENGAL. 

Dri’Parne’s torm of office us Surgeon-Gencral expires this day, and his 
official connection with the Govérnment of Bengal is thus brought to a close, 
During the period of 28 years, over which this connection has extended, 
Dr, Payne has rehdered public services of the most exceptional and distin- 
guished character. Nearly every department of the Administration in which 
medical officers are employed has had the advantage of his sound judgment 
and his rare capacity foPurganization and control. In 1858, he established a 
system of medical management dnd of embarkation arrangements in connection 
with the Mauritius Emigration Dep6t, which was adopted in all Colonial Emi- 
‘gration Agencies. From 1860 till 1882 he was Superintendeng of Lunatic Asy- 
ume at’ the Presidency, and in this capacity he introduged imMortant reforms 
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in asylum management, and brought these institutions to 4 high degree of 
efficiency, while largely reducing their cost to the public funds. The European 
asylum, which had previously cost more than a lakh of rupees per annum, was 
made almost self-supporting. In the Native asylums Dr. Payne introduced the 
industrial system, which was afterwards adopted throughout the Province. 
In 1870, he was selected to organize the medical working of the Contagious 
Diseases Act, aud he discharyed this difficult duty with success for 10 years. He 
twice officiated as Inspector-General of Jails. In 1871, as Sanitary Commis- 
sioner—a post which ho held in addition to his other duties,—he rendered exeel+ 
lent service in connection with the Burdwan epidemic of fever. In 1874, he 
organized the system of State Emigration to Burmah. In 1876, he became 
Health Officer of Calcutta, and it was during his incumbency, and at his 
instance, that the first real steps were taken towards the improvement of the 
sanitary condition of the Town. In addition to these varied labours, Dr. Payne 

















has been a member of overy important’Medical Committee at the Presideney for 
over 20 years. He served on several Emigration Committees. He was Secretary 
to the Cinchona Alkaloid Commission in 1868. He sorved on the Committee on 
the Medical College Hospital in 176, on the Committec on the Campbell Hos- 
pital in 1877, on the Committee on Lunatic Asylums in the same year, and on the 
General Committee on Medical Expenditure in 1878. It was in view of this 
long career of usefulness and labour, and of Dr. Payne’s reputation and 





experience, that Sir Ashley Eden in 1879 asked the Government of India to 
appoint him to be Surgeon-Genoral in succession to De Irving. Ina letter 
dated 19th February 1879, Sir Ashley Eden made the following remarks :— 


“The Government of India are aware that Dr. Payne onjoys a very high reputation as 
a physician, while his administrative powors have been repoatedly reeognized and. utilized by 
sucoossive Livutenant-Govornors. Whenever, during many years, any difficult question 
requiring epecial examination has arisen, Dr. Payno has always been invited to join in the 
tysk, and ho has choorfully givon most valuable nssistance, In the general reform of tho 
medical administration to which Sir Ashley Eden has devoted special attontion, be has been 
chiefly guided by the kuowlodge, experionce aud sound judgment of Dr. Payne, and to him, 
more than to any other officer undor the Government, it is due that, with improved adminis- 
tration, lakhs of rapoos have beon ssved, and aro still to bo saved, from the Medical Budget 


of Bengal. Dr, Payne is a membor of the Medical Committee, Le was also a member of 
asylums actually 


a Special Committee reeeutly nominated to cunsider tho number of lunati 

roqnired in (he provinee, under whose recommendations the Lieutenant-Goyernor has been 
able to direct tho finul closing of two asylums. In fuct, in every department of medical 
nee is unrivalled.”

Dr. Payne accepted this office et » considerable pecuniary sacrifice, and in 
the discharge of its duties he has placed the Government under great obligations. 
All branches of the medical department—the Calcutta Hospitals, the Medical 
Schools, the Lamatic Asylums, the Charitable Dispensaries, and tho Gamning 
House for Nurses—have felt the impross of bis vigorous administration and the 
salutary effects of his determined hostility to inefficiency and extravagance. 
Mr, Kivers ‘Thompson desires to place prominently upon record the recognition 
of the Government of Bongal of the services which Dr. Payne has rendered to 
the Province during the past 28 years.

mentioned in Rule 2 below) to be approved by such Inspector, or by the proper officer 
of Customs, and to bo added before or immediately after the inspection thoreof; nor 
unless the sume is packed in such bottles, at such time, and in such manner, and is 
labelled in such manner, as the Inspector or the Collector of Customs may direct, provided

IL—A pilot on taking charge of an inward-

I nave the honour of forwurdipg to Your Excellency herewith three printed copics of 
the report drawn up by a sub-committee, in which I tuk part, named by the Board of 
Health to organize Mlazaret at Camaran, and to draw up regulatious for the qnarantine 
‘which will be applied this year to the Mecca pilgrims on their arrival in the Red Sea, 
have, moreover, enclosed ‘herewith 12 separate copies of those regulations, which I respect 
fully suggest should be distributed to,Her Majesty’s Consuls residing at Alexandria, Port 
Said, Suez, Jeddah, and Bussorah, and to the Goveraments of Aden, India, Burma, and 
the Straits Settlements. 

‘When framing those rules I called the attention of my colleagnes to the reiterated 
complaints of the Indian pilgrims against Camaran, and to Captain Moncrief’s romarks on 
Camaran and the pilgrim traffic, aud Your Excellency will perceive that my suggestions 
have been attended to, and the evils complaiuedl of avwided as much as possible, The rules, 
however, apply only to vessels laden with pilgrims, aud not to the ordinary traffic with India, 
which remains still aubject to the “ faylement applicable aux Provenances de Cholera” 
of 1867.

the same coutsins 15 per contum of proper and palatable proof spirits (except in the cases 
mestioned in Rule 2 below) to bg approved by such Inspector, or by the proper officer 
GE Customs, and to be added before or immediately after the inspection thereof; nor 
‘unless the same is packed in such bottles, at such time, and im such manner, and is 
labelled in such manner, as the Inspector or the Collector of Customs may direct, provided 
that:-when any such lime or lemon-juice is deposited in any bonded warehouse, and has 
hess approved, as aforesaid, by the said Inspector, the said spirits, or so much of the said 
Spirits na is necessary to make up 1g per centum, may be added in such warehouse, without 

- ef any duty thoreon; and when uy epirit has been added to any lime or

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2. In the case of foreign-going ships carrying Asiatics, non-alcholic lime juice, é.¢., 
Kime-juice presorved without spirit, _prepared by Babga Preololl Dey, of No. 5, Beadon 
Street, Calcutta, may be deemed to be fit and prover ; provided that the non-alcholie jaice 
shall not be deemed to be fit and proper to be taken on board any ship for the uso of. the 
Asiatic members of the crew or pygengers thereof, unless the same is shown, by certificate 
under the hand of an Inspector Mpointed by the local Government, to be proper for use on 
board such ship, such cértificate to be given upon inspection of a sample, but no auch 
vertificate to be given until it be shown to the satisfaction of such Inspector that the 
juice contains not less than 25 grains of citric acid to the fluid ounce; nor unless 
the same is packed in such bottles, at such time, and in such manner, and is labelled in 
such manner es the Inspector or the Collector of Customs may direct. 

3, In the event of a master of a ship being desirous of landfng lime-juice in store 
for the purpose of being rectified or rendered fit for the use of the crew or passengers on 
board such vessel, he shall cnter the same at the Custom House, to be landed for rectifica- 
tion, under the usual form of engagement, to be re-shipred after such lime or lemon.juice 
shill bave been properly certified and rectified to by the Inspector, under the same rules 
aud regulations as in the ense of lime or lemon-juice shipped direct from a warehouse.

1. Whenever mooring posts may have been put up by the Supervisor, vessels shall be 
made fast by the head and stern along the banks to such posts, and shall not be moored in 
apy other manner.

%, The Supervisor may by notification prohibit vossels of any particular dimensions 
from passing through any particular line of navigation, aud also prohibit the dropping of 
anchors or the putting np of bamboos or luggies in au part of the canals or bauks. 

3. As the water falls, the head and stern ropes bf moored vessels roust be loosened 
and the vessels gradually pushed towards the centre of the eaual; when the flood comes in 
these two ropes must be gradually pulled in, and the vessels kept as cloge to the bank as

Poti. Vessels whilst londiug or unloading in the canale will be allowed to use ladders 
but the ladders must be gradually takea in as the water rises. 
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8 Only one vessel shall be allowed to make fast along and in line with the canal’s 
banks, and no vessel shall be made fast, or be placed outside of vessels ao secured. No 
‘weaeel shall be placed in such a position as to endanger the safety of other vesials, or obstruct 
the passage of other vessels. : 

6. Veasela passing through the canals shall keep in separate lines: empty vessels keep- 
ing close to the bavk, and those that are laden in the centre. 

7. In portions of the canals where only one towing path exists, vessels shall moor on 
the off side, and the towing-path side shall always be kept clear. The towing-path side 
shall be used by vessels going against the tide, and by no others, 

8. In order to avoid collision and confusion, vessels waiting for a favourable tide at 
‘the, inpetion of two or mpre rivers shall be moored at a distance of uot less than 1,000 feat 
fi “se point of junction. 

9. No person shall place obstructions on the canal banks or towing-paths, so 88 to 
impede a free passage along them, or cauge injury to them, or shall commit a nuisance, ot 
deposit filth of any sort on the banks or in the cauals, nor du any.act to cause injury to the 
canal works. 

10. Every person either personally, or by his servant, infringing any of the above rules, 
numbered from 1 to 8, shall be liable under section XI of the Canal’s Act to a fine not 
exceeding Rs. 50 for avy one infringement ; or to a fine not exceeding five rupees a day 
for any continued infringemeat. 

11. At the instance of the Supervisor of Navigation, any Magistrate who imposes a 
fine under section XI or XVI of the Act may award any portion of euch fine to the 
informer. 

42. Any person who wilfully or negligently allows a vessel to sink in the canals shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50. 


18. In every case of wreck caused by negligence or othorwise, the Supervisor and his 


subordinates will give every assistange in removing the same. : 


14. A notice shall be affixed on such wreck, when recovered, calling on those concerned 
to pay to the Supervisor any fine which may have been adjudged, as well as the expenses 
ineurred in the recovery or removal of the wrock ; and intimating that if the sum be no 
paid within 15 days of the date of notice, the boat and its contents, or #0 much of it av 
may be necessary for tho rocovery of the dues, will be sold, the proceeds of the eale being 
dealt with as directed in section 1X of the Act. 


15. Every Canal Officer is authorized to remove any vessel, anchor, pole, or other thing 
which he may find in a position which iy in contravention of these rules, and to deal with 
it in such a manner as may be necessary to give cffect to the rules. 


16, Whenever any laden vessel is seized by a Canal Officer, it shall be the duty of the 
Supervisor to give immediate notice of the same to the owner, or his agent, and to require 
the removal of the cargo without delay ; intimating at the same time that the owner will be 
required to pay all oxponses necessary for the proper custody and storage of the same. 

17. If the Supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and place of business or of 
abode of the owner of the cargo of any vessel seized under the Canal’s Act, he shall notify 
the seizure by advertisement in his office and in one or more of the Calcutta newspapers 
or advertisement papers, Such notices shall call upon the owner to cause the immediate 
removal of the cargo, and to pay any necessary expenses incurred in providing for its proper 
custody and storage. x 

18. The Supervisor may incur whatever expense he may think necessary for the proper 
custody and storage of the cargo of any vessel ecized under the Canal’s Act, and if the 
cargo ho not remaved within 10 days from the date of scizure,he may sell the same at 
public auction to the highest bidder, after giving 15 days’ notice of the same by advertise- 
ment in ove or more of the Coleutta npwspapers, or advertisement papers, and afixed in 
his office. 

19, ‘Dhe money realized at such a sale shall be applied, first, to defray any expenditure 
that may have been incurred by the Supervisor on account of the cargo sold, and the balance, 
if any, shall be held in deposit to be paid to the owner of the said cargo on his applying for 
the same. 


20. The Canals way be closed once,a year for effecting the necessary repairs to them
